1. Three years’ cultisation and residence 
during which period the settler may nov be 
absent for more than six months in ery ene 
year without forfeiting theentry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine monthe 
anywhere within two miles of the homestea:! 
quarter section, and afterwards actual resid- 
ence ina habitable houseupon the homestead 
for three months next prior to eppttcetion 
for patent. Under this system 10 scree mced 
be broken the first year afier entry, 15 add 
ditional in the second, and 35 in the third 
; year; IOacresto be in crop the second year 


and 25 acres the third year. 


The tive years’ system under which « 
ibe shee may resideanywhere for the tiret two 
years (ut must perfect his entry by com 
eneing cultivation within six montis after 
the daie thereof,) break iy tive scree the 
first year, cropping those & acres and break- 
ing [8s ree wdditional the second year, and 
aise building # habttable house before the 
end of thesecond year.
